t.wo olficeis of the United States treas- 
ury department could have been charged 
iwiiii kidiiajiping under the criminal code, 
whicli provides for tlie arrest of all per- 
sons who unlawfully coullnc any per- 
son with intent to deport him or take 
him from Canada. This was jnst what 
tlie secret service ollleers were doiug — 
and did. 

However, although they have (been suc- 
cessful in kidnapiiing Wirters on board 
the .-Vtheiiian, it is probable that eoni- 
lilications will arise liefore Manila is 
reached. Waters has been' taken against 
his will on boaril ii British steamer and 
is und.'r the jurisdietion of the liritish 
governnieut, even lliougli he is on tlie 
high seas, as iiukIi as hi; was when in 
\'ictoria. \\'lien Wallers (.aiae over on 
the .Vlheiiiaii lie played piiker nnd Nist 
several hiindr.-il dollars, nil.

found better to give them their regular 
and largest .supply previous to feciiing, 
and it may aJiso bo "well to «ui)iply a 
iiiuited iitiantity after feeding. When 
much healed or fatigued, ii. horse should 
have -water only in small qliantities. I 
The Arabs hnve a proverb, "Rest and 
fat are the greatest enemies of the 
horse." Hard labor or an abundance of 
ewrcise should go hand in hand with 
heavy feediug, aud when a period of 
IdlcneeB. comes for tlie b-orsc, the grain 
ration .should bo cut down one-half at 
least, or even ■withdrawn altogt^ther 
wh<'i-p tlie fodder is of particularly good , 
iliiality. 

.Some years ago tlio W. C. Edwjirds 
K.'o., of Ilocklaiul, Out., adopted a .system 
of feeding their horses wliieh has proved 
very satisfactory. Mr. Kdward.s gives 
the f<illowing deseviniioii of it: "We 
i-iiipl(>y say 41) horses about our mills in 
till- siiiiinier season. In the rear of our^ 
stiibles we have a f'-ed room, where ourj 
cut straw for heilding and our cut liay, 
oatfi anil ground fecvl are kept; herewoj 
have two nii.ving boxes, wliere the j 
rtitlons fur the horses are mixed before; 
feeding; the cut hay is put into these j 
boxes and is thoroughly sotUted -wit'i^ 
water 12 hours before it is fed. Tlii'i 
ground feed is nn.ted dry. and before | 
feed'ng its thoroughly iiii\i--il with tliei 
wet hay. The ration \vc started -vvith j 
was -1 liis. cut hay, i,^ lb. bran, and .") 
Ills, ground oats and barley to each 
horse, night and morning, ami 4 lbs. dry 
oats at noon only. Diir horses are gen- 
erally of larire size and are doing ex- 
ees.sively hard work, and we f-i.)uni! this 
ration loo small for them, and we gradu- 
ally increased it until we settled down 
to this: 5 It)s. hay, 5 tbs. ground grain 
a iid Y> lb. of bran to each horse, morning 



and night, aud 8 lbs. of dry o.its at 
noon only (uo hay), and this wo find 
ainpio for tlio largest horses doing tho 
most excessive work. Our saving is at 
least 10 lbs. oC hay per day for each 
horse, nnd 6 IDs. of $rain for each. Not 
only is this the caee, but our horses nm 
healthier and better in every -wtiy. 
Under the old system It -waa a common 
thing fnr as to losq from one to five 
horses every sninmer with colic nnd in- 
llaniniation; hut in tho past seve-n sum- 
mers, under our now system, not only 
have we not lost one liorse, but we liavo 
not had a sick horse. A niiicli smaller 
rntion than we feed would be tiuiplc for 
farin horses, or for any horses doing 
ordinnry wiirk. We iniiy adil also tb.Tt 
with tills .-iystera of feeding hay, to- 
getli(>r with the free use of wheat bran 
anil a little ground oats mixed with it, 
we linil that we can develop colts in a 
ma liner that wo have never seen them 
tleveloiied before."
